Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Deport  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year 
ending  31st.  December, 1971* 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population 
to  have  been  2,280  a  drop  of  380  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 


There  were  44  live  births  during  the  year,  7  more  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  19.3  per  1,000 
of  the  population  and  the  adjusted  rate  was  20.1,  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  16  per  1,000. 

There  were  3  illegitimate  live  births,  this  was  7%  of 
all  live  births.  For  England  and  Wales  the  figure  was  8%. 

There  were  2  still-births,  but  no  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  during  the  period. 

There  were  only  8  deaths  during  the  year,  which  gives  a 
very  low  crude  death  rate  of  3»3  per  1,000  and  an  adjusted  rate 
of  4.9*  For  England  and  Wales  the  death  rate  was  11.6  per  1,000. 

There  was  little  notifiable  infectious  disease,  the 
table  is  given  on  page  4. 


Illness  due  to  the  well  known  infectious  diseases  does 
not  now  trouble  us  to  anything  like  the  extent  that  it  did  in 
the  past.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  Immunisation  Programmes 
which  have  been  followed  throughout  the  Country  for  many  years 
now,  with  more  diseases  being  added  from  time  to  time  as 
immunisation  to  these  became  possible,  It  is  important  for  the 
public  to  realise  however  that  these  diseases  (  even  Diphtheria 
and  Poliomyelitis)  could  all  return  to  us  again,  if  the  percentage 
of  children  who  are  not  immunised  rises  above  a  certain  level. 

To  all  parents  then  I  say  ;:Do  be  sure  to  get  your  children 
immunised” .

REFUSE  COLLECTION  .AID  DISPOSAL. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  throughout  the  whole  District 
by  Contract  and  provides  for  a  regular  collection  from  all 
properties  once  per  week.  The  contract  has  been  effectively 
performed  with  specialist  vehicles,  and  all  bins  are  collected 
from  the  rear  of  premises.

Collection  of  trade  refuse  is  not  undertaken  by  the 
Council,  but  private  arrangements  can  be  made  with  the  Contractor 
by  tradesmen. 

There  are  no  refuse  tips  within  the  Rural  District.

The  new  sewage  treatment  works  serving  Thorney  village 
has  operated  well  and  has  consistently  produced  a  high  standard 
of  effluent.  Field  tests  are  carried  out  at  the  works  and 
regular  samples  are  analysed  by  the  Welland  and  Nene  River 
Authority. 


Properties  in  the  remainder  of  the  Rural  District 
are  widely  scattered  and  can  never  be  economically  provided 
with  main  drainage.  During  the  year  the  Council  has  considered 
the  provision  of  a  free  emptying  service  for  cess-pools  and 
decided  to  take  no  action  for  the  time  being. 

The  sewerage  systems  and  pumping  stations  have  all 
operated  most  satisfactorily.

The  first  phase  of  the  proposals  provides 
for  two  football  pitches,  one  cricket  pitch,  car  park  for  55 
cars,  public  toilet  block  and  pavilion,  and  this  phase  should 
be  completed  by  the  end  of  1972*
